Soma- 
timet this works, ottener It does not. 

A wilful and determined child 
refuses to go to bed on time. In- 
sUts on getting out when he Is put 
Inlo his bed, Inalats ha wants to 
sleep In his mother's bed, and keeps 
screamlns at the full power of his 
lungs. What to do7 

It li all very well to sar, "Let him 
cry It out" If the adviser Is hot 
going to listen to him, has no worry 
about the effect his screaming may 
have-on him. Hla mother hu to do 
something about It for the child's 
sake aa well aa In consldentlon for 
the people who must endun the 
noise and the .nervoua strain such 
crying always Induces on the listen- 
ers. But what? 

. Fix the child's licdtlmi eonve^ 
fllenay'for the family anff tor' the 
health habits of the youngiter. Reg- 
ularity here la very Important. 
Start elrly enough so aa to allow 
time for bathing him. powdering 
him and, II he Is fretful, rubbing 
his back. .

Soon he will call, "I'm thinty.**

cry. He U told to be quiet It la 
bedtime and he muit aleep. "I want 
to sleep In your bed." Me la told he 
canhot. He must sleep In his own. 
He keeps on crying and ctlllng and 
cohi plaining. - 
When this happens ont must 



maka a Job of IL Once he leami 
that he galna Ume out of bed. that 
he will be waited on, Ilnnlly taken 
Into hla parents' bed, he Is well on 
hU'way to becoming a family thorn.' 

- Oo to him. tell him be has to 
stay In bed and he must'be quiet. 
If he continues to cry.'and he may, 
take htm to the bathroom and wash 
hla face and hands-, with plenty ot 
water. No loving words this time. 
Just the waihrag and water, put 
him back In bed. This may have to 
be done several times and It li a 
very trying task. 

If one can make the time, have 
the determination and the patient 
self-control, this treatment will not 
have to be repeated many times.
